~ It would take a catalog the size of Uncle Noah’s dictionary to describe all such 
accessories available, but perhaps you’ve overlooked some of these very practical ones 
and they could be “just what the doctor ordered” for your particular baby. 

If you're tired of bailing by hand, automatic bailing devices will take care of it once 
you're under way, or you can obtain foot and hand operated pumps that do the job 
in a jiffy. d 

And have you noticed the adjustable struts and propeller assemblies; the self align- 
ing stuffing boxes and shaft logs and the self-lubricated seals that last for years with- 
out attention? 

Couple the new weedless, rubber covered, rubber mounted and shock absorbing 
propellers with the weedless lower units of some outboard motors, or the propeller 
guards now on the market, and they'll wiggle through places where you wouldn’t 
believe a fish could go.

WHEN YOU CAN COMBINE wonderful company, un- 
-usual quail hunting and a chance to learn something 
about game management and the importance of food and 
‘cover for growing more birds per acre on a Texas ranch, 
you can mark down such an outing as about 100 per cent 
perfect. That’s exactly the kind of a day we enjoyed on 
the famous King Ranch in Texas, a distinctive region of 
the southwest noted for its remarkable cattle, and suc- 
cessful game management programs and the variety and 
abundance of game birds and animals on its acreage. 

Dick Kleberg, a real conservationist, was our host on 
this memorable day. Both he and his brother Bob, man- 
ager of the vast ranch of some 900,000 acres sprawling 
over seven Texas counties, are primarily interested in 
raising the finest beef cattle for the market. On this 
ranch they have produced the Santa Gertrudis breed, a 
blend of the shorthorn and the Brahman cattle. We've 
had a look at a lot of steers on western ranches, but never 
have we seen anything to compare with the size of the 
Santa Gertrudis breed. 

Dick asked us to have breakfast with him at his home 
on the ranch, so we hustled out of Corpus Christi with 
our fishing partner, Herb Morrison, a resident of Corpus, 
early one morning to arrivé at the King Ranch not later 
than 7 am. After a hearty breakfast and a chat about 
game and shooting, Dick gave the go signal and we piled 
into an open touring car that had been remodeled for 


- hunting and cruising in the bush. We've used remodeled 


an 


autos of several kinds for hunting in Florida, but Dick’s 
car was the last word in utility and comfort. On the 
driver’s side we noticed three scabbards—one for the 
20 gauge shotgun, a second for a .22 and the third held a 
heavier rifle. We had the same equipment on our side 
of the front seat, with our 20 gauge snugged into one of 
three scabbards. Accompanying us was Valgene Leh- 
mann, a game technician handling the wildlife angle of 
the ranch, Maury Pollard of Beaumont Texas, an old 
friend of the Kleberg family and a good quail shot, and 
Herb Morrison. 

The Kleberg brothers believe in wildlife management,

and practice it. So it’s no surprise that they have Leh-— 
mann, formerly with the Texas game department, in 
charge of all wildlife resources on the big ranch. With 
Lehmann in the cary it was a swell opportunity for us to 
learn how management can be applied to wildlife resource ~ 
on a big ranch. So the setup was perfect with Dick an- 
swering our questions about his objectives in the field of 
game birds and mammals, the fun he had in growing 
more game, how it was harvested, and other angles of life 
on the ranch. At our right was Lehmann filling in the 
details of predator control, what the quail eat, how they 
increase when both food and shelter are provided, the 
number of deer on the ranch, etc. Talk about having fun 
while “going to school!” This was it as we headed for 
one part of the ranch where game was abundant. 

Now we should have been prepared for what was com- 
ing. But we weren’t. In fact, we feel stymied in trying 
to report what we saw. For example, Dick steered the 
car across an open field and casually waved his hand at 
some wild turkeys. There were four flocks in sight, 
slowly ambling along in the open. The birds didn’t pay 
much attention to us. In fact, we got out of the car and 
walked—quite close to about 50 of them to make a pic- 
ture without a telephoto lens on our camera. Wild tur- 
keys? Brother, how they grow ’em on that King Ranch. 
Then we breezed over a woods road into the bush. * This 
was part of the deer country and we decided to make a 
count per half mile of road. That proved to be too much 
of a chore on this bright, warm January day. When we 
reached the figure of 210 we quit. They are wonderful 
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to look at, but we remarked to Dick that 
they must eat a lot of food that might be 
consumed by those valuable cattle which 
have to be fattened to bring in the folding 
money. 
We saw so many deer from the car that 
a guy needed an adding machine to keep 
track of ’em. When we got into a rolling 
grassy part of the ranch close to the Gulf, 
we could‘look ahead and see deer every- 
where. Then we spotted a couple of wild 
pigs, or javelinas, off to the left near a 
clump of trees. Shortly before lunch we 
felt that just about the only thing we 
hadn’t seen was a giraffe! To be perfectly 
frank about it, we doubt if we’d been very 
much surprised to have watched one 
amble thru the herds of deer or gallop past 
a flock of wild turkeys.

After seeing the shelter system plus 
plantings for food in operation, we can be- 
lieve that on the King Ranch they’ll have 
bobwhites so numerous that a fellow won't 
believe the census figures on the birds.

When he 
heard that Hank Clayton and I were planning a coon 
hunt, complete with six lusty-throated dogs, Art prac- 


tically went crazy. Bullet holes or no bullet holes, he 


wanted to go. 

Hank is proud of his dogs and we could see his chest 
expand when Art praised their ears, their jaws, and 
their running quarters. Right then I knew that Art was 
included in the party. 

“We'll go up by Granger, along Beaver Creek,” Hank 
said. “It’s tableland and won’t be hard walking.” 

We had four dogs in the trunk of Hank’s car and Art 
tumbled in the back seat with Lil, a tan midget, and Red, 
a strong, young hound of a year’s experience. 

This tiny hound, Lil, is Hank’s pride and joy. She is 
the leader of the band. Usually first to strike a trail, she 
also is the most accurate and when her chop peals away 
in the night, shivers run up and down Hank’s spine, 
he grins, and you know the next minute he’ll say, “Now 
we're getting some place.”

It looked like 
a 3 to 1 cinch for us, but contemplating 
what we were in for if some miracle 
happened in answer to Herb’s slate did- 
dling I shuddered. True, the growing 
bud at the summit of the “cabbage palm” 
makes a delicious slaw salad, or goes with 
corned beef well enough to suit “Jiggs” 
himself. But the palm cabbage will never 
give the common garden variety any 
competition. Chopping the tops off the 
tough-trunked palms ranks with piano- 
moving in the field of physical exertion! 

The bunk bed on the porch felt too good 
to leave when the alarm woke us in the 
pitch-black darkness of the semi-tropical 


night about an hour before dawn. Then’... 

“Currr ... currr.. .” | The perfect 
questioning call of a wild turkey sounded 
so close I knew I could. reach out and 
touch the bird. 

“Boy, Ben, that sure sounds just like a 
turkey yodeling for its pals,’ proclaimed 
Bill from the kitchen door as the pleas- 
ant aroma of bacon frying drifted out. 

Ben’s “yelper” or turkey call is a prized 
cedar-wood home-made sounding box 
slightly larger than penny match box. 
Chalk is applied to the one raised edge, 
and a bit of slate then rasped perpendic- 
ularly across it to produce a properly 
pitched throaty yelp that sounds like a 
miscue on a violin. Certain combinations 
of long and short yelps imitate the “talk” 
of turkeys feeding. 

During the spring mating season calling 
is completely effective, but during fall 
hunting season its success depends on the 
ability of the caller to imitate a turkey 
that has just discovered the most boun- 
tiful patch of palm berries in the swamp. 
Ben is one of these experts and when he 
works the slate far-away turkeys can al- 
most see the feast. 

“Nothing to it...” Herb broke in as 
Ben tuned up. “Listen to this!” 

Each raucous slate squawk was accom- 
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“Was that an answer to my call,” wonders Ben as 
he slacks up on using his cedarwood sounding box 


panied by deep groans from his audience 
until finally he vanished under a barrage 
of pillows. 

A few minutes later, dodging the yellow 
eyes and dark forms of startled steers in 
the predawn darkness, our two jeeps 
were splashing up the ruts of a cattle run 


between the hammocks looming blackly 


on each side. 

The trackless sawgrass Everglades it- 
self is impenetrable, but along its western 
fringe deep in south Florida lies a strange 
border land known as the Big Cypress 
Swamp. Here turkey, as well as deer, 
bear and panther vie with wild-eyed 
steers for possession of this ancestral 
hunting ground of the Seminole nation. 

True, the range of the Florida wild tur- 
key extends into the open pinelands and 
drier swamps of Levy, Tailor and Dixie 
counties in the northwest end of the state. 
These are also excellent squirrel and deer 
grounds, But the largest part of the 
40,000 or so wild turkeys estimated by 
the Game and Fish Commission to be 
living and steadily increasing in Florida 
inhabit the dense cypress hammocks and 
surrounding prairie of the Big Cypress 


country. 


Herb and I had driven northwest from 
Miami up to the sugar-cane center of 
Clewiston on the south edge of the broad 
reaches of Lake Okechobee, thus circling 
the barrier of the Everglades, then turned 
southwest down a lonely, little-used, 
graded sand road leading past half a 
dozen cattle ranges to the Big Cypress 
Seminole Indian Reservation. 

Bill and Ben met us at the entrance to 
the ranch about 20 miles down the grade 
in what is known locally as the Devil’s 
Garden. The country lives up to its name, 
and there we had to transfer to their two 
jeeps which can negotiate the boggy cattle 
paths at a remarkable speed. 

Hunting down the grade road, un- 
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marked on most maps, is limited to the 
permission of the ranchers on the upper 
end, and knowledge of the country plus 
a swamp buggy further down. 

However, the little town of Immokalee 
on State Road 29, readily accessible from 
Miami by way of the Tamiami Trail, or 
from Ft. Myers, is a good jumping-off 
point. And the Everglades Rod and Gun 
Club, one of Florida’s best known lodges, 
situated at the town of Everglades, offers 
accommodations from which start many a 
Big Cypress turkey hunt. 

We had arrived at the ranch just at 
dark, too late to “roost” any birds, one of 
the best methods of hunting turkey. 
Using this system members of the party 
scatter and conceal themselves before 
dark in the hammocks and pine stands 
where’ recent “sign,” droppings and 
scratchings, have been seen. The turkeys 
will probably slip in along the ground 
unnoticed at dark, but when they fly up 
to roost near the top of a tall pine or 
cypress, the wing flutter is unmistakable. 

After locating the roost tree the lucky 
watcher has the nice problem of slipping 
soundlessly out of the hammock in utter 
darkness, probably through ankle-deep 
water and thorny vines. Then, an hour 
or so before daylight next morning, he 
has to lead the party quietly to positions 
around the roost. 

As the legal shooting time a half-hour 
before dawn arrives and the big birds are 
faintly outlined among the branches some 
like to try sitting shots. With the new 
Florida law prohibiting taking hens—ex- 
cept in the third district—they will almost 
have to join the others who wait and with 
dawn pick off the gobblers as they start 
to fly down. 

While we had arrived too late for this, 
riding his partially flooded range, Bill 
had been seeing more turkey sign than 
ever before on the high spots, probably

due to unusually high water in their — 
favorite haunts down in the Big Cypress. 
And he knew at least the general areas 
they were “using.” . 

To one of these he took our two jeeps 
in the ghostly pre-dawn darkness, given — 
strange life by the weird whoops, grunts 
and cries emanating from the ponds and 
hammocks. As the headlights chalked 
out the irregular silhouette of the palm- 
topped hammock before which we finally 
stopped, Bill whispered that not too far 
in was the spot where he and Ben had 
called up a flock of nearly 25 turkeys the > 
preceding year. : 

“T figure you and Ben can take our old 
palmetto blind this morning. There’s a 


pond, out front, remember, that’ll steer 2 


any turkeys right up its edge to you. 
Herb and I'll call from old Big Bear 
hammock a mile or so south.” 

Our cabbage-betting buddy had a 
cocky word to say about that though. “I 
don’t want you scaring away my turkeys 
with your squawking. Gimme a ham- 
mock of my own.” Bill was still arguing 
that he actually had a better chance at 
Big Bear as they ground off in their jeep 
and we set about hiding ours. 

A little later the faint light of a cloudy 
dawn began to paint substance into the 
weird shadows of | the hammock. It 
caught the gleaming reflector on my flash 
camera, and noticing Ben’s doubtful 
glance I covered it with several palmetto 
fronts. He looked relieved—but he sure 
wouldn’t have if he’d known what was 
coming. 

A crow called raucously from the top 
of a nearby palm overlooking the shallow 
pond and expanse of sawgrass before the 
hammock, and as Ben ticked off the sec- 
ond call, I wondered what the crow could 
see from its vantage point. Over the next 
few minutes it must have been something 
like this.

Tyee- 
man-of-the-year! Steve visioned all the honors that would be 
his if he boated the salmon that was staging a furious battle 


Dusk on Discovery Passage with many eager fishermen hoping to tangle with a giant Tyee 


TT TT WAS JUST BEFORE DARK when 

FISHING the strike came. The smoke dusk of late 

‘ summer on upper Vancouver Island en- 
Berneeatr veloped our skiff, making the bulk of the 
other boats appear as silver shadows 

* against the slate blue water. And there 
was no question about the identity of the 
UOIQIVUIUVUUUUUAUUUUULAULAT fish, even at first. It was no lightweight 
Jack or sprightly silver salmon on the end of my line. 
The business like surge, followed by a momentary pause 
of surprise on the part of both the fish and the angler, 
and then that magnificent, all-powerful dash for freedom, 
marked it a Tyee, largest and strongest of all Pacific 
salmon. 

My whole body started shaking and my heart beat 
wildly from the thrill of the realization that I had hooked 
one of thdse giant battlers of the Campbell River. I stood 
in the boat and shouted at the top of my voice; “Fish on!” 
That cry, I knew, would give me the courtesy of the river 
until Mac at the oars could row the craft off to oneside 
in open water to have the fight out. 

But the position of the other boats and the scores of 
trolling lines behind them was of no concern to the fish. 
Seeing the warrior heading straight for a group of boats 
not 50 yards away, I put on more pressure. I knew bet- 
ter but I had to turn his nibs before disaster came in the 
form of tangled lines. 

The Tyee did not alter his course. As though heading 
for his home in the far depths of the mighty Pacific, he 

_charged relentlessly in the direction he had chosen.~ I 
grew panicky and cinched up even more tightly on the 
star drag. Suddenly I noted that Mac was no longer try- 
ing to maneuver the boat into open water. Then I looked 
down and saw miniature waves curling away on each 
side of the boat. No wonder Mac had stopped rowing;

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the skiff was slipping through the water stern first as 
though propelled by a motor! Would that 25-pound 
nylon hold? 

Then my line was cutting the water off to the left and 
I knew that the giant had been turned. But the uneven 
surging and lessening tension warned me that I had put 
on too much pressure, the Tyee was about to surface. I 
waited, helpless, clawing at the reel, trying desperately 
to take up the slack that was appearing. 

The thrill of the initial strike and the subsequent run 
faded into insignificance in that next breath-taking mo- 
ment. I had taken 40-pound Chinooks in California’s 
Smith River and in Oregon’s Rogue. But when that

button fish of over 60 pounds. It would go at least 70 
pounds, maybe 75. I caught my breath and my blood 
raced. Perhaps a new world’s record! 

; , My dreaming stopped as the Tyee slapped back into the 
y ater to disappear in a heavy splash as though a log had 
q plunged in end first. My heart sickened momentarily 
until the slack in the line suddenly tightened and in a 
series of galloping rolls, like a thoroughbred in full stride, 
the battler headed for the open water of Discovery Pass- 
age. Mac strained furiously at the oars to follow while 
I eased up even more on the star drag, hoping that my 
error in trying to horse the fish at first would not prove 
disastrous later. 

In another minute we were clear of the trolling bar and 
the fighting fury at the end of my line was dowh in the 
depths and sulking. I took a moment to look over the 
situation and to get my breath, all the time exerting 

- enough pressure to let Tyee know that he wasn’t free to 
leave. It was no longer just any Tyee, but Tyee, king 
of the salmon. 

_. The white, wherry type rowboats were slipping slowly 
-up and down the stretch of bar about a hundred yards 
out from the Tyee Club House. Barely visible now was 
_ the huge white sign with the black figures which an- 
3 nounced to the anglers the weight of the largest fish to 
be brought in so far that day. I felt good when I noted 

that it was still 54% pounds. In my mind’s eye I could 
see the gang all gathered around the official scales out 
by the porch with Tyee pulling the springs down to a new 
world’s record. A 71-pounder held the present mark and 
_ the fish I was fast to was at least that big. I thought 
_ about the pictures I would take, how I would pay my $5 
registration fee and receive the cherished diamond button 
of the club. A. N. Woolverton himself, one of the co- 
- founders of the organization in 1924, would probably 
present it. On this, my first trip to the world famous 
salmon grounds off the mouth of Campbell River, I 
wouldn’t have to be satisfied with a bronze button for a 
mere 30-pounder, or the silver award for a 40-pounder, 
- or the gold badge for one over 50 pounds. Tyee was a 


diamond fish and undoubtedly when the short six week 
season ended on September 15 I would be named as a 
Tyee Man with a special award designating me as the 
champion.

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There was no question about it being a diamond, 
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I checked mentally to again see if my tackle was official.’ 
The line tested not more than 25 pounds. I had doctored 
up my five inch wooden plug so there was only one hook, 
my eight-foot rod bent even more than the required 16 
inches with a one pound weight suspended from the tip. 
We were in a boat propelled by oars, and as yet no one 
had touched the line with a hand. Mac could help me 
gaff the fish without nullifying my honor. And it was 
going to take some help to get that monster in the boat. 

By that time I had regained my breath although my | 
muscles were still shaking. Putting on a little more pres- 
sure I tapped the rod butt sharply, an old salt water trick 
to get a sulking fish to start moving.

“THAT’S WHAT A GOAT OUGHT TO 
LOOK LIKE,” said Jack, our guide, as 
he squatted at the edge of the slide. “But 
I don’t reckon it’s a goat.” 

Through the drizzling rain we looked 
across a narrow canyon to where steep 
rock bluffs rose until lost in the clouds 
three hundred feet above. Half way up 
was a whitish dot. Through the glasses 
it looked like a cream colored boulder, 
but in the rain it was difficult to make out 
anything at three hundred yards. 

“Too bad it isn’t the real thing,” re- 
marked Jerry as he pulled a ham sand- 
wich out of his pocket and proceeded to 
munch it. 

There were only the three of us. Jerry 
Carpenter, on his last holiday before en- 
listing in the permanent Canadian Air 
Force, Jack Stenberg, Kootenay region 
big game guide, and myself.

Kootenay Joe on the lake side. Every . 


kind of bush and tree seemed to grow on 
the mountain. The leaves of the aspen, 
willow and alder had turned to crimson 
and yellow. The larch dotted the slope in 
their triangles of gold. Cedar, hemlock, 
yew and pine supplied the green. 

It was late afternoon and we were close 
to timberline when the clouds rolled ia. 
It began to drizzle and kept it up all 
night, although under our big slanting 
tarpaulin we were comfortable.

Autumn had touched the forest., The — 


trees were ablaze with color and the air — 
was perfumed with that intangible odor 
of late October.

The lake was glassy 
as a mill pond and for half hour or so, I 
eased along, raising no fish. The shadows 
lengthened and thinking that perhaps the 
bass were down deep, I removed the plug 
and tied on a wiggling bucktail. 

On the third cast, a small bass struck 
and in short order, I brought him in. Ten 
casts later, I took a second fish, larger 
than the first and my spirits rose. Ap- 
parently Potts theory regarding experi- 
mentation was more or less correct. At 
any rate, two bass in less than five min- 
utes should prove something. . 

I continued fishing, allowing the bait to — 
sink deep before beginning the slow, 
erratic retrieve. At the end of a “blind 
log,” I missed a fish but salved my feel-— 
ings by taking his mate not three minutes 
later. By now, however, the forest was 
darkening; the air had turned decidedly 
nippy and my stomach told me that sup- 
per time was near. Turning the boat 
back, I rowed quickly to the landing, © 
arriving almost simultaneously with Potts 
and Johnnie. " 

Oddly enough, they had taken no fish. 
Evidently Potts had not found time to 
experiment and I questioned him along 
those lines. és 

“Didn’t have time,” he grunted. “Wasn’t 
particularly interested in catching fish this 
evening anyhow.

part. Thus equipped, I continued along ‘LL SHOW YOU WHAT 
the shelving bank, fishing the very bot- 
tom.

bass knew nothing of the fact that they 


should strike viciously in Autumn. Per- 


haps Potts’ “experiments” would turn the 
trick so “with an open mind” I began.

beginning on the bottom and periodically

Get The Proper Balance! | 


For successful bait casting it is essential 
to have rod, reel, line, lures in balance 


If you are trying to bait cast with unbal- 
anced tackle you are just making it hard 
for yourself. Bad casting is hard work; 
good casting is done with little physical 
effort. It takes skill and good rhythm 
but not much strength—and almost no 
hard work. 

A balanced bait casting outfit means 
that the weight of your lure or bait is in 
balance with the flexibility of your rod 
so that a good bend is put in the rod on 
the back cast and the start of the for- 
ward cast. It literally is the straighten- 
ing out of this bend in the rod that casts 
the lure where you want it to go. 


Look . 


at the chart for the length, weight, action 


and material of rod that is right to cast 4 


the weight of lure you want to use. Re- 
member, the ACTION rather than the 
finish, fittings or measurements of a rod 
is its most important characteristic. 

A longer rod, up to a maximum of 6 
feet, casts better than a short rod. It 
Stity give you more accuracy also to have 
the action (or bending flexibility) of a 
rod well up towards the tip. 

A balanced bait casting outfit also 
means that the lightness of action of your 
reel should be adjusted to the weight 
of lure. The lighter the lure—the faster

and more easy-running should your reel 
be. For long and accurate bait casting, 
your reel should have a very light spool. 
It should also have a balsa wood or cork 
arbor on the spool, so that your line will 
have a large diameter spool to pull out 
without the clogging weight of line to 
build up this diameter from a small 
‘spindle. Some reels are made with a 
large hollow and perforated aluminum 
_ spool to take the place of the balsa-wood 
arbor, 

Of course all bait casting reels are 
quadruple multiplying. While it is ab- 
surdly simple and easy to level wind your 
line between your left thumb and finger, 
most fishermen insist on a level wind. 


This device spools the line evenly. It 


does, however, slow down a reel consider- 
ably as well as wearing out faster and 
sae more oiling and care than any 


__ other part of the reel. 


The size of your line should also bal- 
ance the weight of your lure. The lighter 
the lure, the smaller should be your line. 


A 4%-pound test soft braided line casts 


H 


the best and you can land any bass in 
fairly unobstructed water with that 
weight line, if you don’t try to “horse” 
the fish. A 9-pound test line will be 
plenty strong for a skillful angler for bait 
casting for bass—and you'll never need 
more than a 12-pound test line for bass 
even in heavy weeds. A soft braided 
line, either of nylon or silk, not water- 
proofed, and of the lightest test safe to 
use, casts the best. As nylon is water 
resistant, it does not need to be water- 


- proofed. Waterproofing a silk bait cast- 
- ing line makes it wear better but causes 


it to be sticky and more liable to back- 
‘Jash. A hard braided line is more liable 
to backlash than a soft braided line, but 
wears longer. It is absolutely necessary 
to dry a silk line after each day’s use 
if you don’t want it to rot quickly. And 
it is always wise to test your bait casting 
line each day to see that it hasn’t been 


weakened. If your line has been rubbed 


against rocks or snags, test it before cast- 


_- ing again. 


For bait casting for large walleyes and 
northerns as well as for steelhead and 
Atlantic salmon, I like a 12-pound test 
soft braided line. Many fishermen like 
a hard braided line for these fish; it’s just 
a matter of personal preference. 

For bait casting for muskellunge, lake 
trout, and chinook salmon I use an 18- 
pound test line, preferring a hard braided 
nylon. There is little choice between 
this line and a waterproofed hard braided 
silk line, and a 24-pound test line is an 
equally good choice! Some anglers pre- 
fer silk because they think it stretches 
less than nylon under tension and there- 
fore hooks fish better. I have not found 
this true with modern nylon lines. For 
salt water use either nylon or linen 
stands up better than silk. 

Leaders are much more important in 
bait casting than most fishermen think. 
It has been my experience that a nylon 
leader will increase the number of strikes 
by about one third under the same condi- 
tions as against the use of a plain line or 
a wire leader, especially if the line is a 
fairly heavy one. This is because the 
leader is more nearly invisible. It is im- 
portant that a smooth knot be used in 
attaching the leader to the line. A bar-

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rel or blood knot or a double water knot 
will do nicely. A 3-foot leader works 
well, varying the test from 6-pound test 
with light line up to 15- or 20-pound test 
for muskellunge and chinook salmon. 
With sharp-toothed fish such as muskies, 
walleyes and northern pike, a 6- to 12- 
inch soft wire trace will make sure they 
do not cut the leader. 

The matter of lures for bait casting is 
such an important and complex subject 
that it requires a separate article for 
complete coverage. The attached chart, 
however, gives you the weights of lures 
or baits needed to balance the different 
rods, reels and lines listed. And this is 
vitally important: Unless the weight of 
your lure balances well with the amount 
of flexibility in your rod, you can’t do a 
good job of bait casting. The air resist- 
ance of the lure also has an important 
effect. The more the air resistance, the 
heavier your lure needs to be to cast 
with a given outfit. 

For successful fishing you must de- 
termine at what depth the game fish you 
are after are staying and feeding. The 
water temperature is the most important 
factor in gauging this, so don’t forget to 
take a thermometer with you. After find- 
ing the water temperature, bait casting 
baits then are selected that run in the 
depth where you believe the fish are. 
For convenience, divide bait casting lures 
into three classes: 

(1) Surface lures (or those that run 


N 


within a id- 
depth lures (that run from 2 to 5 feet — 


below the surface); and (3) deep-run-.— 


ning lures that travel from 7 to 15 or 
even 30 feet deep. Be sure you have some 
good lures in each of these classes. Also 
be certain you have both weedless and 
open hook lures in each classification, 
because there are few good locations for 
fresh water game fish where you may not 
run into weeds and snags. This is espe- 


cially true with bass. With regard to all $ 


bait casting lures, remember that action 
is much more important than looks, color, 
size or anything else. 

Balanced tackle for trolling is not the 
same as for bait casting. There is not 
the strict necessity of exactly balancing 
rod flexibility and lure weight, but it 
does not mean you can use any old rod, 
reel, line and lure for trolling and ex- 
pect good results. In general you need 


a stiffer rod than for bait casting for the © 


same fish because of the steady strain on 
the rod in trolling. If you are going to 
use a bait casting type rod, you can do 
well with one six to twelve inches shorter — 
than you would normally use for casting 
for the same fish. Again a steel rod is 
favored by many fishermen for trolling 
because a steel rod will stand more abuse 
than a split bamboo. Beryllium-copper 
is also very good for the same reason. 
A very powerful tip is a good thing to 
have in a trolling rod, too.

and lower unit greases that come in 
screw-fed containers instead of the old 
messy tubes or grease guns. 

There are plastic strainer-funnels and 
strainer-filters to fit most any funnel and. 
flexible, swing-spout gasoline cans that 
stow away beneath a thwart or forward 
deck and won’t overturn, or leak if they 
do. 

A new gadget consists of a check-valve 
equipped rubber bulb, a stopper for the 
opening of any standard can and a tube 
long enough to reach the filling vent on 
the outboard motor tank. Squeezing the 
bulb forces fuel into the tank and elimi- 
nates the danger and trouble of pouring 
directly from the can. 

There are very small, single burner 
alcohol stoves for those overnight trips 
and a new gasoline stove that folds into 
a compact 55% x 334 x 334 inches of space. 

Gasoline lanterns give both light and 
heat for those cooler nights and battery 
powered lamps are handy light without 
the heat. A clever set of plastic running 
lights for small boats is powered by 
flashlight batteries and a clamp-on com- 
bination tail light and red danger flag 
eliminates wiring from the car to trailer 
for occasional night driving. 

A new fire-proof paint looks and wears 
well while affording excellent fire pro- 
tection. Non-skid deck paints prevent 
accidents and unexpected baths, while a 
high copper content bottom paint may 
be burnished to a mirror finish. 

A resin type clear plastic varnish is 
claimed to be impervious to sun, water 
and marine growths and to far outlast 
any regular varnish. A  pre-painting 
treatment for steel and galvanized boats 
greatly lessens rust trouble and there are 
new filler paints for canvas and very 
porous woods. 

Liquid preservatives sprayed or paint- 
ed on canvas and wood prevents rot, dry- 
rot, mildew and damage from worms. 
Chemical additives remove sludge and 
carbon from motors and gum deposits 
from the fuel systems and absorb any 
moisture in the gasoline. 

Grease and carbon solvents clean pis- 
tons, rings and cylinders during over- 
haul; others remove oil and grease from 
bilges and paintwork. New chrome 
plated piston rings are said to practically 
eliminate wear. 

Rubber motor pads absorb vibration 
from an outboard motor and foam rubber 
and plastic cushions and mattresses are 
light and comfortable. 

Plastic pneumatic cushions and plastic 
covered cushions are scuff and wrinkle 
proof. They and plastic life buoys and 
rings are highly resistant to wear, sun 
and weather and should last for years. 

Plastic mooring buoys are seemingly 
impervious to weather, water and marine 
growths and plastic covered rope, plastic 
coated glass cables, nylon rope and nylon 
covered bronze core tiller ropes are tre- 
mendously strong, pliable, unaffected by 
water, highly abrasion resistant and not 
unduly expensive. 

Combination bow towing ring and car- 
rying handles and separate bronze car- 
rying handles for the transom of small

boats make carrying easier and detach- . 
able rubber tired wheels for transom and — 
bow make launching and haul-out a 
simple matter. = 

A light clamp-on portable reel attaches 
to the gunwale of a small boat and holds 
fifty feet of strong line for anchoring. A 
jam-lock type of bow pulley raises or 
lowers an anchor rope to any desired 
position and locks it. 

Two very light weight anchors of tre- 
mendous holding power have been tested 
and proven. There’s a small galvanized 
oil dispenser for preventing following 
seas from breaking over the transom and 
motor and folding canvas’sea anchors for 
emergency use. 

Folding aluminum boat chairs and seat 
backs answer a long felt need. They’re 
light in weight, corrosion resistant and 
replace the steel frames that rust easily 
in salt water. 

If your craft is kept moored to a float 
or dock, plastic pneumatic and canvas 
covered rubber bumpers prevent chaf- 
fing, or a triangular shaped aluminum 


mooring arm keeps the boat at a safe — 


distance from danger. = 

Should you prefer to remove the boat 
from the water, rubber keel rollers 
mounted at the dock edge make the 
haul-out easy, or an awning covered 
portable hoist will lift it overhead out 
of the way. 

If your outboard motor hops off the 
transom there are safety chains and ca- 
bles to keep Davy Jones from claiming it, 
or if you’ve omitted these but hooked on 
the automatic marking indicator on the 
market, the water will release a buoy 
and long cord to mark the spot. 


Canoe brackets for outboard motors, 3 


forward rowing oars, oars for canoes, 
collapsible aluminum dinghy oars and 
hollow aluminum rowboat oars are ob- 
tainable and patented devices for foot 
operated propellers leave the hands free 
for hunting or fishing where motors are 
undesirable or not permitted.

water and a motor carrying rack for 
motors to ten horsepower can be hung 
on the wall or used to carry the motor 
in the trunk of the car. 

There are trailers for every boat— 
tubular steel and aluminum; I, channel 
and angle iron frames; overhead suspen- 
sion on leaf and coil springs and on 
winch operated web straps; conventional 
under-the-boat trailers with keel rollers, 
loading winches and individually sprung 
wheels—and the trailer-boats with re- 
tractible wheels for land or water travel. 

There are car-top boat carriers with 
stationary and extension cross bars and 
rollers; side loaders, rear loaders and the 
new loader carriers that make small boat - 
moving a simple, one man job. 

And don’t overlook the boat covers, 
zippered carrying bags, clamp-on fishing 
rod holders, thermo-bags for keeping 
food and drinks cool, the long billed 
combination caps and sun visors—and a 
camera to prove your fish stories. 

For “believe it or not” the gadgets we 
own contribute mightily to making pleas- 
ure boating pleasure.

_ A boat, when safely and sensibly used, 
can add greatly to the pleasure of fishing. 
It can be just a vehicle in which the 
fisherman gets about on water which he 
cannot wade or fish from shore. Or it can 
be an accessory as useful to the angler 
___as his rod or reel. Here are some sugges- 
__ tions on how to use a boat—any kind of a 
boat, or a canoe—to help fill the creel. 


4 Art of Drift Fishing 
_ It is possible, of course, to anchor the 
4 boat in a good spot in a big creek or 
¢ river and catch fish by casting to the 
water within reach. But the art of drift 
fishing produces more strikes. 

The angler selects a large pool, prefer- 
ably one with a slow, lazy current. He 
rows to the head of the pool, and then 
allows his boat to drift downstream with 
the current, traveling where it will. 

Flies, plugs, or spinners may be cast 
all around the boat as it travels. Or a 
baited hook may be cast back of the boat 
and dragged bumping along the bottom 
as the craft floats along. 

In either case, the obvious advantage 
to the angler is that of being able to fish 
a great area of water, instead of con- 
centrating on a single portion of a pool, 
as in fishing from an anchored boat. 

An outboard motor comes in handy in 
this kind of boat fishing. It saves a lot 
of time and energy in getting the boat 
back to the head of the pool for another 
float down its length.

é 
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: Letting the Boat Rock 
We have a friend, a grizzled veteran of 
river angling, who likes to fish from a 
rocking boat. His chief delight is in fish- 
ing for catfish, perch, and other fish that 
God created especially for worm fisher- 
~ men. 

First, he locates an area where the cat- 
fish are biting. Then he baits two rods 
with small garden worms and casts them 
out from opposite sides of his boat. 

Once his bait is in the water he moves 
around on his boat seat, lighting his pipe, 
scratching his pipe, and fussing with his 
tackle. 

All these little movements are made 
with a minimum of noise, and the old- 
timer insists the fish bite enthusiastically 
for him because his small movements in 
the boat keep the bait moving in the 
water. 


Shore Casting From a Boat 
A boat enables a fisherman to engage in 
that most fascinating of all fishing—cast- 
ing to the shoreline pockets where bass, 
for example, love to lurk in wait for food. 

If two men are fishing together, one can 
row gently while the other casts plug or 
fly toward the shore. If a man is alone 
in his boat, he can allow it to drift along 
the shore contour with the stream cur- 
rent. 

In shoreline fishing, the angler should 
keep as far from shore as he is able to 
cast his lure with accuracy and delicacy. 
The more slowly the boat moves the 
better for the plug or fly to drop.

Safety in Boat or Canoe 
There are certain cardinal rules of safety 
to be observed by the angler who fishes 
from a boat or canoe. Some of the more 
important of them are as follows: 

1. Never stand up in a boat, even a big, 
flat-bottomed old scow. 

2. Do not wear boots in a canoe or 
boat. Should the craft upset, they may 
cost the angler his life. (Besides, they are 
unnecessary and extremely uncomfort- 
able.) 

3. Don’t cast a plug or a fly—or even 
a baited hook—so carelessly that in en- 
dangers another person in the boat. 

4. Two persons in a boat is about the 
limit for comfortable, safe fishing. 

5. Don’t venture out in a boat when a 
storm is brewing.

Dragging a Spinner 
Here’s a method of boat fishing expound- 
ed by a state fish warden in Pennsylvania 
who was “brought up” on the Susque- 
hanna River. ; 

His favorite lure is a fly and spinner, 
fished with a fly rod. His mode of travel 
is a small, light rowboat. 

He casts his spinner 30 or 40 feet be- 
yond the stern of the boat, then places 
his rod across the seats with the butt 
toward him. On the seat directly in front 
of him he has installed two pegs. 

When a fish strikes the spinner as the 
old warden rows around, the two pegs 
holding against the reel keep the rod 
from being dragged out of the boat, and 
the warden is able to drop his oars, pick 
up the rod, and set the hook.

Bolt or Lever Action Rifle? 


Both types have their advantages—and faults — 
so select the one that best fits your needs 


I’m not interested in starting again the 
old argument on whether the bolt action 
or lever action is best, but in the follow- 
ing article I will discuss the merits of each 
type, as well as the faults, so the novice 
may select a rifle to fill his hunting needs. 

Bolt actions come in many varieties, but 
the best and most common is the Mauser 
type. The Springfield, Remington 30, 720 
721 and 722, Model 1917 Enfield, Win- 
chester Model 54 and 70 are all variations 
from the turn bolt Mauser action, model 
of 1898. With the exception of Remington 
Models 721 and 722, the Model ’98 Mauser 
action is the strongest of all mentioned. 
The Model 721 and its shorter cousin, the 
722, are no doubt the strongest bolt ac- 
tions for their size and weight ever pro- 
duced in any country. On the other hand 
of older bolt actions, the Mauser with its 


integral inside flange against which the 


rear end of barrel is fitted is the strong- 
est type. The later copies in the Spring- 
field, Enfield, Model 30 and 30-S and the 
Winchester 54 and 70, usually have the 
rear end of the barrel chambered to facil- 
itate entrance of the cartridge from the 
magazine to the chamber, hence have 
about one-fourth to three-eighths inch 
of the cartridge base unsupported, while 


| the Mauser type action has a barrel com- 


ing back square and the inside flange 
funnels the cartridge into the chamber, 
leaving the whole of the brass case 
covered by strong chamber walls except 
the extractor cut. Remington, in the 
Model 721, went even farther by having 
the cartridge head recessed into the face 
of the bolt through the use of an inner 
extractor, then with the bolt face recess- 
ing into the rear end of the barrel. 

With the exception of the Savage bolt 
actions, the above actions all have strong, 
powerful locking lugs at the front end of 
the bolt, insuring lasting headspacing to 
correct specifications if the steel is of 
proper temper. The Savage has its lock- 
ing lugs on the rear-end of the bolt and 
thus is subject to the same upsettage with 
much use, as are many of the popular 
lever actions. In addition, Model ’88 
Mauser and the various models of the 
Mannlicher Schoenauer are not quite so 
strong as the Mauser 798 and its varia- 
tions. The old Krag also has less strength 
in its one locking hig. 

The Mannlicher Schoenauer, in its vari- 
ous models of 1902, 1905, 1908 and later 
versions, offers the very finest bolt action 
magazine I have yet seen or used and only 


the old Krag compares with it in smooth- 
ness of operation and certainty of func- 
tioning but at the expense of an unsightly 
box on the side of the action. The Krag 
is the only bolt actign now made that 
permits recharging the magazine while 


the arm is loaded and cocked except for — . 


the Savage bolt guns. The old Blake also 
had this most excellent feature in its de- 
tachable spool magazine, but few hunters 
now living have seen or used the Blake. — 

With some variations and exceptions, 
the modern bolt action rifles permit the 
ultimate in accuracy because of their 
heavy locking lugs positioned at or near 


the front end of the bolt. Their stiff one 


piece stocks further increase accuracy. 
They permit the proper mounting of a 
hunting scope low down over the action 
to bring out their exceptional fine long 
range accuracy. In the Magnum Mauser 
and the Remington Model 721 they permit 
of the use of far more powerful magnum 
type loads. than is possible from any lever 
action. Fired cases expand very little and 
if pressures are held to normal then only 
the case neck need be resized or, at most, 
a minimum of body resizing is necessary 
to reload properly the cartridge. The bolt 
being locked at the front end has little or 
no spring to its short length between lugs 
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and cartridge case head, hence such rifles 


give minimum of vertical dispersion at 
long range. 

Bolt action rifles permit the use of a 
gunsling, with heavy tensions in prone 
and sitting positions, enabling the hunter 
to hold steady for long range shots. Lever 
actions will not permit such heavy sling 
tension without stringing the shots up 
and down at the target or game because 
of their two piece stocks and less support 
of barrel forward of the receiver. 

Bolt actions can be altered by the Naval 
Gun Co., Doylestown, Pennsylvania, and 
by Roy Vail and others to left hand per- 
suasion for the “south paw” shooter. They 
permit the use of sharp pointed or Spitzer 
shaped bullets so necessary for a flat tra- 
jectory over long sporting ranges. Only 
two lever actions will handle such sharp 
pointed bullets, the Savage Model ’99 and 
the Winchester Model ’95, no longer made, 
and both of which employed locking bolts 
at the rear end of the breech bolt, some 
four inches from the cartridge head which 
caused both in time to develop some head- 
space with resultant stringing of shots up 
and down at long range.

rate, long range rifle, usually for moun- 
tain game in fairly open terrain where 
medium to long shots are the rule, there 
is nothing the equal of the modern, scope- 
sighted bolt action rifle. 

But bolt action also has its faults. It is 
slower for repeat shots than the lever 
action even by military-trained men. A 
good man with a lever action can fire 
three well-aimed shots in the time a good 
bolt man can get off two shots. The bolt 


handle projects out away from the stock 


re 
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where it will catch on limbs and under- 
brush and form a lump in the saddle scab- 
bard. The Mannlicher Schoenauer bolt is 
flat with the stock but, in turn, is too far 
forward for rapid fire and too close to the 
stock as well. About all bolt action rifles 
are thicker through the receiver than 
lever action rifles, hence fill the hand 
more when carried on the trail and are 
not so comfortable to carry in one hand 
as the trim lever action. Bolt action safe- 
ties often are slower than the visible ham- 
mer of lever actions, particularly the wing 
type Mauser and Mannlicher safeties. But 
the Remington, Savage and latest Model 
70 safeties offer equally fast manipulation 
with the lever actions. 

With the exception of the Krag, bolt 
actions do not permit recharging the mag- 
azine while a round is in the chamber and 
the weapon cocked and ready to fire. They 
do offer most every choice as to shape of 
the pistol grip, something not always pos- 
sible on the lever action. While the bolt 
action is slower, it is also stronger than 
any lever action and is by far the best 
choice of the rifle crank who will ‘reload 
and work with unknown pressures. Bolt

action pressures are limited only by the 
brass cartridge case and good bolt guns 
function perfectly with pressures ranging 
from 50,000 to 55,000 pounds per square 
inch, while all lever actions and the old 
Krag bolt gun should never be loaded to 
over 47,000 pounds breech pressure per 
square inch. A maximum of only 45,000 
pounds is even better and causes less 
headspace from long usage. 

Now let us look at the lever actions. 
With the exception of the old model ’95 
Winchester, the lever actions are usually 
slim, trim rifles, that carry easily in one 
hand and lay flat in a saddle scabbard. 
On all hammer models you have a fast 
safety by pulling back on the high ham- 
mer with the ball of the thumb. They are 
all accurate for close range timber shoot- 
ing and some are good even for long range 
work. For scope mounting, the Savage 
Model ’99 and the various models of the 
Marlin, with its side ejection, are the best; 
but scopes can be offset on the top ejection 
lever actions as well. Also the old Stev- 
ens permitted low scope mounting. 

For fast, accurate repeat shots at run- 
ning game, at close to medium ranges, the 
lever action rifle far excels the bolt gun 
in the speed of aimed fire. In fact, no time 
is lost at all in manipulating the lever 
action. With cartridges of considerable 
recoil, the lever action practically operates 
itself and any man used to it will operate 
and close the lever on a fresh cartridge 
while the gun is being pulled down out 
of recoil. On dangerous game at close 
range, the big Winchester rifles, Models 
86 and 71, give the hunter one of the 
fastest actions possible and he can pour a

Also with these models 
he can slip in more fresh loads in the 
side port magazine while keeping a loaded 
round in the chamber and the arm cocked. 
The Model ’95 Winchester in .35 and .405 
persuasion offers equally fast aimed-fire 
but does not permit recharging the maga- 
zine when the breech bolt is closed. In 
this respect, the Savage Model ’99 can 
only be recharged when the action is 
open. The Marlin and Stevens, however, 
permit this same recharging of the maga- 
zine while the arm is loaded and cocked. 
Magazine capacity of these tubular maga- 
zine, lever actions is limited only by the 
length barrel you wish to pack, and with 
a full magazine you have a lot of ammu- 
nition available without reloading. 

The lever action rifle easily can be op- 
erated with one hand and the weapon re- 
loaded. This is one reason it is preferred 
by so many riders. The bolt gun always 
necessitates the use of both hands to re- 
load the weapon. A rider can shoot and 
turn his horse with one hand while he 


operates his rifle action with the other 


hand if of the lever type. 


Timber shooting usually is at less than 
100 yards, with an occasional long shot up 
to 150 yards. Any good lever action is 
accurate for hitting the vitals of big 
game at such ranges. Then, too, if you 
jump an animal in the timber the fast 
repeat shots come in mighty handy as the 
game crosses open spaces in the timber. 
When trailing a wounded grizzly in the 
brush, one has a confidence in the big 
lever action that seldom is approached 
when carrying a bolt gun. You know you 
can cock the arm without any noise and ~ 
have the full magazine at your disposal as 
fast as you can aim and recover from re- 
coil. For all close range timber shooting 
of deer, elk, moose or even big bear I 
prefer my light weight .45-70-405 Win- 
chester Model ’86 to all bolt action rifles. 
With this load speeded up to around 1800 
or 2000 feet, which is possible with mod- 
ern powders and hand loads, it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if any repeating rifle is 
as good in stopping a charging grizzly, 
brown bear or even African lion at 100 
yards or less. These animals can come 
fast and the speed of fire with such heavy 
cartridges is not offered by any bolt gun 
in existence and is equaled for five shots 
only by the Model ’95 in .405 caliber. The 
old .405 Winchester has long been the 
standby of many Alaskan bear hunters 
and African lion hunters. Men who had 
the means to buy anything made, like 
Forbes, Colby, Simson and others still 
prefer the lever action Model ’95, usually 
in caliber .405 for lions. Several experi- 
enced elephant hunters preferred it in 
caliber .30-40 with 220 grain solids for 
their ivory hunting. 

The lever action also has its limita- 
tions and disadvantages. It definitely is 
not as accurate as the bolt bun, especially 
over long ranges, and only the Savage ’99 
and the Winchester 95 employ cartridges 
that are good at fairly long ranges and 
the Savage only on deer-sized game. The 
use of the gunsling in shooting will make 
the lever action shoot up and down 
groups, with wide vertical dispersion. Also 
the use of heavy loads over a long period 
will cause excessive headspace with the 
same result. Lever actions are limited as 
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to choice of loads far more than bolt gur 
Tubular magazine lever actions need 
very firm deep crimp in a cannell 
bullet or else the case cannellured or in= 
dented behind the slug to insure them 
from receding in the case because of © 
magazine spring pressure. Also tubular _ 
magazines need flat point bullets to insure — 
their not setting off the primer of the 
cartridge ahead in the magazine during _ 
recoil.

rear of the cartridge is never conducive 
to fine accuracy and the more the rifle 
is fired the sooner will the headspacing ~ 
increase and the accuracy of the arm de- 
crease. This is due to upsettage of the 
breech bolt as well as the locking lug or 
bolt. Lever actions are not adapted to high 
pressures and for this reason I always 
have felt high velocity loads were a mis- 
take in them. With the exception of the — 
Savage ’99, Marlin and Stevens rifles, all 
using cartridges more suitable for. deer — 
than larger game, the lever actions are not 
well adapted to scope mounting, and 
scopes must be offset on all rifles except 
the three named above and the Stevens no 
longer is made. I believe the top ejection 
lever actions best suited with a good re- 
ceiver sight. 


If the present Model 71 Winchester 
were made to take a cartridge of .375 — 
caliber with a flat point silver-tip bullet 
of 300 grain or in .40 caliber with a flat 
point 350 grain slug, both calibers to de- 
velop around 2200 feet, we would have 
the finest close range rifle for dangerous 
game yet produced in a lever action. Both 
loads are entirely possible and feasible 
from the .348 Winchester case, but the 
.375 would be better suited with a varia- 
tion of the .45-70 case. This in turn would 
leave thicker chamber walls around the 
cartridge case. If this were done and the 
rifle fitted with a heavier barrel at the 
breech and straight taper to the muzzle, 
it would make one swell timber rifle for — 
all game.

With the passing of Richard L. (Dick) 
Tinker of Heleha, Montana, and J. Bush- 
nell Smith, of Middlebury, Vermont, the 
shooting world has lost two of its most 
distinguished friends and custom loaders.

In actual 
firing, the over powder wad expands to 
seal perfectly the bore of the gun allow- 
ing no gas to escape into the shot charge 
with consequent balling and fusion of 
pellets or distortion of pattern as the 
charge leaves the muzzle. These new cup 
seal wads in combination with their 
cushion wads over shot and their new 
folded crimp with wax lubrication, com- 
bine to form some of the finest shotshells 
ever made. 


Good Officer’s Gun 
Peace officers looking for a good defense 
weapon will do well to consider the 1917 
S & W revolver with a 5-inch barrel. 
They can carry the cylinder loaded with 
45 auto rim ammunition with lead bullets 
giving excellent shock and knock down 
effect on human targets and pack about 
four of the little three-shell 1917 army 
clips in the pocket. Then they have an 
almost instant, reload for the gun. You 
simply open the latch and kick out the 
auto rim empties and drop in a couple 
of the loaded three-shell clips. This makes 
the fastest of all revolver reloads and to 
date no automatic arm has proven as 
reliable for officers use as the revolver. 


Barrel Lengths and Velocities 
Many shooters want to know the effect 
on velocity of cutting off a few inches of 
the barrel of their rifle or their scatter- 
gun in fitting one of the variable choke 
devices. Generally speaking every inch 
deducted from a shotgun barrel length 
of 30 inches means a reduction in velocity 
of around 7% feet per second. Likewise, 
longer barrels over the 30 inches usually 
increase shotgun velocities about the 
same amount per inch. 

With the rifle, say of 30-06 persuasion, 
such as cutting off the 1917 Enfield 26- 
inch barrel, such reduction usually means 
a loss of 25 feet per second for each inch 
of barrel removed under the standard 
of 24 inches and each inch of barrel over 
24 inches usually means an increase in 
velocity of 25 feet per second per inch 
added. Some lighter loads, such as the 
.30-40, may increase or decrease at the 
rate of about 15 feet per second velocity 
per inch added or removed.

trapped or poisoned in less than a year. © 


The bobwhites sure have a long list of 
enemies waiting for ’em. If you were a 
quail, wouldn’t you be inclined to give up 
because of the prospect of trying to out- 
wit this list of enemies? The killers in- 
clude coyote, gray fox, skunk, opossum, 
raccoon, cotton rat, house rat, armadillo, 
king snake, racer, chicken snake, terrapin, 
road runner, chickens, crows, ravens, 
cattle, and several species of ants, all of 
which will spoil a quail nest. 

The predator control program at the 
King Ranch aims to save the first nesting 
jobs of the bobwhites and provide a 
larger crop of birds each year. What we 
didn’t know until this morning on the 
King Ranch was that renesting of quail 
which have had no luck with their first 
try is not general except after rains. 

At this point you probably are wonder- 
ing what the big idea behind the game 
management program of the King Ranch 
is. Why go to all this trouble? Do the 
owners try to commercialize their won- 
derful resource of deer, quail, and tur- 
keys? The ranch has no shooting privi- 
leges available. The brothers do not 
commercialize their game. But they 
realize, of course, that wildlife manage- 
ment is one of the most neglected phases 
of land management. They also know 
that what is done for game (cleaning up 
certain areas, reducing predators, etc.) is 
good for the cattle business, too. And 
behind these fundamentals of land use is 
the human factor. The Klebergs enjoy 
the challenge of doing better than Nature 
herself in producing a variety of game 
birds and animals. They have fun out 
of it and they should be proud of their 
success in showing the way to correct 
game management. 

Some of the quail hunting is shared 
with nearby sportsmen in organized quail 
clubs. One group, for example, of 50 
shooters pay $50 per man a year for the 
privilege of taking around 70 birds each a 
season. This money goes to a young 
game technician learning management, 
who watches over and improves the 
14,000 acres on which the club hunts. 

The afternoon of our visit on the ranch 
we were given a chance to sample the 
quail hunting when Dick steered the 
“bus” to one of the areas where cover 
and food had been provided for the birds. 
Two pointers were turned out as we left 
the car with Morrison to see what we 
could do about the bobwhite business. 
One of the dogs must have galloped all 
of 200 feet when it pointed. That should 
have warned us about the next hour, but 
we were too slow to get the tip. 

The dog had a covey all right and we 
began to shoot our 20 gauge. After the 
retrieves the dogs circled to pick up 
singles. We leisurely strolled along with 
Morrison through the low brush and cacti 
and there was another point, just a few 
yards ahead. This time the dog had 
made a terrible mistake which unnerved 
us! It had found another covey instead 
of a single. We nearly backed into a 
cactus when the birds (16 of ’em) ex- 
ploded, instead of an easy single taking 
wing.

That was 
a relief after busting into so many new 
coveys. About that time Pollard un- 
limbered his 20-gauge repeater with a 
pattern like a firehose at ten feet, and 
knocked down a couple of birds. But 
Dick, a top notch rifle and shotgun shot, 
continuing to play the perfect host, re- 
mained a front line observer and spotter 
as he stayed in the car and watched the 
bobwhite show. 2 
Of course we got a great wallop out of 
this hunt which turned up a legal limit 
of 12 birds in a hurry. But as thrilling as 
this shooting was to us, hunters from a 
country where bobwhites are none too 
plentiful, we wondered if our pleasure 
wasn’t connected with what we saw be- 
fore we unlimbered a 20 gauge. First we

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Small Craft in Salt Water 


The popularity of outboard-equipped boats 
is gaining yearly for coastal fishing 


Angling in salty waters calls for the use 
of many types of watercraft. In big 
game angling, for instance, the trend is 
toward speedy, easily maneuverable 


~. eruisers with a length of from 28 to 35 


. 


reaching the 


feet. Just a few years ago, these. big 
game fishermen were going in fer 40 and 
45 footers. 

However, most of the salt water fish- 
ing still is done from small craft pow- 
ered with outboard motors, and the use 
of this combination is increasing as the 
years go by. Anglers are finding out that 
they can get to and from a large number 
of good fishing locations quickly, safely 
and at a reasonable cost with this trans- 
portation setup. 

Some anglers, and more especially 
those who practice one kind of fishing, 
are going to considerable lengths to de- 
sign and have built the type of small boat 
they want. However, the large majority 
are satisfied with available craft that now 
are made in various designs of either 


wood, metal, or plastic. 


As a general rule, the rowboat-type 
craft, about 12 to 14 feet in length and 
with a generous beam, is satisfactory in 
most areas. The transom of these boats 
is built to withstand the vibration set up 
by outboard motors, the length and beam 
provides plenty of room for two or three 
anglers and their fishing gear, and it also 
allows for considerable comfort such as 
detachable cushioned seats and a gallon 
thermo jug. 

Most of these boats are so designed 
that they will not sink even when filled 
with water. They have air compartments 
built in the bow and stern. They are 
built ruggedly, too, so that they will take 
a considerable pounding without damage. 
In addition, good seaworthiness is built 
into them. They’ll take a pretty good 
sea without taking in water. 

A lot of canoes are used by salt water 
anglers. This is especially true with 


’ anglers who fish the protected waters of 


small bays and back bays. With these 
anglers, canoes with the square stern are 
tops. Such craft are light in weight, 
very seaworthy if properly handled, and 
easily repaired and kept in good condi- 
tion. 

Some anglers go in for the conventional 
“double-ender” types of canoes, using an 
extension arm for the placement of an 
outboard motor. Many find that they can 
get around with the use of a paddle after 
fishing grounds. These 
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duffle, anchor and rope. 


carry only a small outboard to get them 
to and from the desired fishing locale. 

In both the double-ender and square 
stern canoes, it is well to have the craft 
equipped with sponsons. Sponsons add 
very little weight to the canoe and they 
make it much more seaworthy and prac- 
tically impossible to tip over. This means 
a lot when you are caught in a sudden 
squall and the water gets rough almost 
before you realize the squall is upon you. 

Down in the Florida keys, at Isla- 
morada, they make a skiff especially for 
fishing the shallow flats. It started out 
when a couple of avid bone fishermen 
sought a craft designed to be both sea- 
worthy and light. They wanted it roomy 
and yet draw but a couple of inches of 
water. The result, worked out by the 
native boatbuilders, was a shapely craft 
about 10 feet in length, full cheeked and 
beamy, with rounded sides verging into 
almost a flat bottom. 

With this small boat the bonefishermen 
could travel fairly fast using a light out- 
board motor, had plenty of room for 
tackle, bait and tackle box, plus a roomy 
and flat bottom from which to cast. Also, 
when the shallow areas where bonefish 
feed were reached, the boat could be 
poled easily. 

Like lots of other items that are built 
for a special purpose, this boat filled the 
bill for practically all kinds of inland salt 
water fishing. It is now a general favor- 
ite with anglers fishing the protected 
waters of the lower Florida area, but still 
is built only on order. 

One day several years ago, we hap- 
pened to visit a friend. We found him 
and his brother out in the back yard 
building something that we first mistook 
for a mortar box. Closer examination 
revealed that it was to be a small boat 
especially designed for plug and fly cast- 
ing in calm waters. 

The new craft was built almost entirely 
of 1 x 8’s, with the sides and transom 
made of 1 x 12’s. The sides were square 
at the stern but curved at the bow. The 
bottom boards, running cross ways, were 


fastened to the sides with brass screws. : 


There was a keel on the bottom made of 
1 x 2’s placed side by side. 

Two 1 x 8’s across the bow provided a 
small, sheltered compartment for small

the bow and the other slightly aft of 
amidship. The stern was square and re-

In other words, 
the finished craft was a sort of a barge 
built lightly enough to row, pole or use 
with an outboard motor. : 

Later on, when the craft was completed, 
we went fishing with the two brothers 
and found, considerably to our surprise, 
that it showed a nice turn of speed under 
the impulse of a good 5-h.p. outboard, 
was not at all difficult to pole or row, 
and it provided excellent footing for cast- 
ing. Best of all, it was a fairly dry boat 
even in windy weather. 

Occasionally, fishing from a small boat, 
anglers get in trouble. Usually, when 
this happens, we have found that the 
angler did not know much about either 
boats or salty waters. After all, a small 
boat is a small boat, and while it is per- 
fectly safe when competently handled, it 
is not intended for fishing the open sea 
on windy days. 

Some time ago, one of our friends ven- 
tured out into the ocean through the inlet 
at Cape Florida, near Miami. We had 
warned him about this several times but 
he paid no attention. While in the ocean 
about a mile from shore, a wind sea 
kicked up and made things uncomfort- 
able, so he decided to run into the bay. 

However, he found that his outboard 
would not start and that the tide was run- 
ning out. It took him about a half hour 
to adjust the motor and get it started and 
by that time he had drifted out quite 
a distance. He didn’t even have an anchor 
rope long enough to anchor in the deep 
water. 

Finally, he got the motor started and 
headed in against the tide. Just as he 
made it into the inlet the motor stopped. 
He was out of gasoline and no more re- 
mained in the extra can. By that time, 
however, he was in water shallow enough 
to anchor, so he dropped his hook and 
awaited the turning of the tide. 

Usually, there are a lot of boats in that 
area but on this day he saw none within 
hailing distance and he had no way of 
signalling distress. Eventually, the tide 
turned and he pulled the anchor and 
started drifting in. But when he reached 
the inner waters he found that the tide 
was not nearly so swift as it was in the 
inlet. 

However, he kept on drifting along and 
was trying to figure where he’d be when 
the tide again turned when the boat 
scraped bottom. He was just about the 
middle of the bay with darkness coming 
on—stranded on a shallow mud flat. He 
knew that wouldn’t do, especially with 
a squall making up in the distance. 

So, he stripped, got overside and started 
to push the boat. Not knowing much 
about boats or the waters he was in, he 
conceived the idea that a shark or a 
barracuda might attack him. Naturally, 
that added to his worries, and at about 
that same time he stepped off into a deep 
hole. 

At first, he thought that was fine. A 
little later, when he found that he could 
not clamber over the side and back into 
the boat—he’s quite a fat man—he figured 
that he was a goner. However, he con- 
tinued to hang on to the drifting boat un- 
til someone happened along, saw his pre- 
dicament and towed the boat into dock. 

Anglers employing small boats should 
not only have aboard the items required 


tools and some spare motor parts. 
least, one should carry a couple of good. 


hammer and a screwdriver. 
they should have a few spark plugs and 
some sheer pins handy. 

Outboard motor manufacturers build 
their products so perfectly these days 
that it is seldom anything goes wrong. 
The motors stand up-well and take a lot 
of mishandling and abuse from users who 
know little or nothing about them. Oc- 
casionally there is trouble, and that can 
be mighty embarrassing and sometimes 
dangerous. 

Many anglers fish the open sea from 
small craft, and this is all right provided 


the weather is good, the craft is reason-_ 
ably seaworthy, and you know how to > 


handle the boat and the motor. It can 
be very dangerous if you don’t know 
these things. In other words, if you in- 
tend fishing from a rowboat equipped 
with an outboard, learn just how de- 
pendable the boat is and study the infor- 
mation that comes with the motor. 

If you’re plug or fly casting from a 
small boat, use good judgment and regard 
others in the boat with you. Be careful 
so that you will not hook them with a 
plug or fly, and warn them to be careful 
not to hook you. After all, it isn’t pleas- 
ant to hook a fishing pal. 

Your tackle box should contain some 
fresh mercurochrome and some iodine. In 


addition, there should be a roll of clean 


bandage and another of adhesive tape. 
A small pair of wire clippers that can 
be depended upon to cut through a hook 
should comprise part of your first-aid 
equipment. e : 

If someone is deeply hooked, cut 
through the shank of the hook and then 
work the imbedded part of the hook out 
of the flesh so that it comes out point 
first. Don’t try to back the hook up~ 
against the barb. To do so tears the flesh 
needlessly and makes a rather nasty 
wound. 

Personally and through choice, we flat- 
ten the barbs on all our hooks—single or 
gang hooks. By pursuing this course, not 
only will the hooks come out easily and 
cleanly in case we ever do hook some- 
one, but they also permit easy release of 
fish that we wish to return to the water 
alive and uninjured. 

Of course, by flattening the barbs you 
may lose a few fish that you otherwise 
might have landed. However, we've 
never noticed that it makes much differ- 
ence, and if we have lost some fish that 
we might have boated. 

Before we sign off with this article, we 
would like to mention that fishing in 
clear waters a glass built into the bottom 
of the boat, generally under one of the 
seats, is very helpful in locating good 
fishing spots. 

In the Bahama islands and the Florida 
keys, many of the small craft have this 
feature incorporated in them. It is a 
mighty good feature in many ways. Not 
only can you note the type of bottom and 
see the fish swimming around under the 
boat, but you also can observe some odd 
and beautiful sights. This is especially 
true in the Bahamas and the Florida 
keys, where the reef formations are won- 
derfully interesting.

Winter Work For 
Springer Spaniels 
By Charles Goodall | 


Mr. Sportsman, if you fail to take that 
fine springer spaniel of your’s rabbit 
hunting after the bird season closes, you 
are not only missing some swell sport but 
you are passing up an opportunity to 
: i ’ make your springer 
a better all-around 
shooting dog. 

The springer is 
what is known as a 
‘‘rough shooting” 
dog. ~He’s supposed 
to do a little bit of 
everything in the 
field. In the many 
states where the 
pheasant is the principal game bird, the 
springer has won the reputation of being 
the top shooting dog for ringnecks, But 
the springer also will handle rabbits, so 
it’s a “fur and feather” dog when trained 
properly. A good springer pushes the 
cottontails out of cover so the gun can 
get a shot. 

Because it will handle furred game the 
springer can and should be hunted after 
the bird season is over. In these days of 
short bird seasons and low bag limits the 
only way to make a top shooting dog is 
to use him as much as possible and never 
overlook an opportunity to work him on 
game of some kind. Therefore, if you are 
one of the many sportsmen who enjoy 
the sport of winter shooting, put your 
springer to work on rabbits. It’s good 
training for him, and rabbit shooting is 
plenty of fun on a crisp winter day. An- 
other important point about going afield 
with your springer during the season on 
rabbits is that in many sloughs and 
marshes where cottontails are found the 
dog also will put up an occasional pheas- 
ant. Thus the dog is being educated on 
birds, too, even though the ringnecks 
can’t be shot. 

Although the springer must learn about 
rabbits if he’s to become an all around 
dog for a hunter, we want to warn you

But 
it’s another thing to own a springer that’s 
hotter than a firecracker on pheasants or 
rabbits that will hunt for you!

commands, and not chase all over a 40 
- acre slough. Try and keep up with any 
hunting dog out of control! You need a 
horse to stay close to such dogs which 
_ often have a world of ability. The trou- 
ble is that their ability often is displayed 
so darn far from the end of your.gun 
barrel that you can’t get a shot at the 
game the dog routs from the cover. 

We hope Mr. Springer Owner, that if 
you live in a state where the rabbit sea- 
son continues after the close of the duck 
and pheasant season you won't relegate 

your dog to the inactive state. Why not 
use him for some training tuneups on 
rabbits while you have fun? That train- 
ing angle is a very important one. The 
point to remember is that the more time 
you spend with any hunting dog, the 
more hours he has on, game, the more he 
learns, better he becomes. If you have 
a fairly young springer just starting this 
rabbit business, try to go out the first 
time with the owner of an experienced 
springer, a dog that answers his whistle 
commands and can show you how a con- 
trolled dog works on the cottontails.

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Save Game with 
A Good Retriever 
By Joe Mac Gaheran 


It was opening day, 1948. We were shoot- 
ing ducks at Gil Haggart’s camp on Round 
Lake in northern Minnesota. A scatter- 
ing of redheads and canvasbacks were 
coming in! Gil Haggart always does 
everything up 
brown, as they say. 
Herb, Pete and I 
were comfortably 
ensconced on plat- 
forms which. Gil’s 
men had built on 
floating bogs at stra- 
tegic points around 


the bay. 
ae Herb and I had 
oe MacGaheran our dogs. In less 


than an hour we had our four birds 
and we didn’t lose a cripple. Less than 
two hours after entering the blinds, we 
were ready to return to camp. Shooting 
without a dog, it took Pete another hour 
to fill out. Three cripples got away from 
him. As the wind was high, and dead 
birds drifted rapidly, he felt obliged to 
poll out and pick up the birds as they 
fell, and this irksome job consumed 
valuable shooting time. 

Herb, Gil, and I were in the cookhouse, 
eating a second breakfast, when Pete 
finally came in. “Well, I know one thing 
for sure,” Pete said, laying aside his coat, 
“next season I’m going to have a dog.” 

We all laughed. Every season for the 
past five years Pete has vowed that next 
season he would have a dog. And then 
does nothing about it until another sea- 
son is on him. 

Don’t be another Pete! Right now, at 
the close of a shooting season, is the time 
to get “set” with a dog for next year’s 
shooting. The development of a dog 
takes time. By getting yourself a dog 
now you will not only have a dog ready 
for the opening of next season, but you 
will also have the pleasure of enjoying 
many hours afield throughout the year. 
As you train your dog in the field and in 
the water this spring and summer, you 
will live again many moments of the 
hunting field. 

Right now is also a favorable time to 
buy a dog price-wise. Breeders are re- 
luctant to carry dogs over the winter. 
Sporting dog prices are usually lower at 
the close of the shooting season and go 
up almost monthly as the new season 
approaches. A puppy you can buy now 
for $50.00 or $100.00 will cost you a lot 
more next fall. 

Why not be smart and train your own 
dog for next season? Scout around and 
locate yourself a good puppy, three or 
four months of age. Buy from a recog- 
nized breeder, a man who has produced 
sound field dogs. Selecting a puppy is 
not easy as there is no formula to apply. 
However, I would suggest this: Take a 
puppy which shows aggressiveness, 
toughness, who tries to make friends, 
and plays “rough house.” A poised tem- 
perament is absolutely necessary for a 
good field dog. 

When you get your puppy, start him on

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what is usually called obedience training. 
Teach him to know his name, to walk 
with a lead. Later, start the dog sitting 
on command, to heel and to come to you 
on signal. Proceed with caution, gently. 
Young dogs are usually made timid by 
rough handling. During the winter 
months you can start your dog retrieving 
in the house by throwing some object, a 
glove, a sock filled with rags, etc. The 
wing of a bird, a pigeon, duck or pheas- 
ant, is much better, however, as it asso- 
ciates retrieving with bird scent. But 
don’t force the dog to retrieve. Play with 
him, toss the wing, let him pick up the 
object and bring it to you. Praise him 
highly when he brings it to you. 

If you live in a cold climate, do not 
have your puppy retrieve objects out in 


the open from snowy or ice covered 


ground. A young puppy has a tender 
mouth and picking up cold objects from 
snow or ice may make the dog lose in- 
terest, and, at the least, develop a slow 
“pick up” which he may never lose. 
Late spring or early summer, after the

should start your dog retrieving from wa- 
ter. A boat bumper, obtainable at most 
sporting goods stores, makes an ideal 
object for your dog to retrieve from water. 
Throw the bumper into the water and 
direct your dog to it. If he has reluct- 
ance to enter the water, be prepared to 
go in yourself and coax the dog out to 
the bumper. In a short time your puppy 
will lose reluctance to enter the water 
and will retrieve gaily when you ask 
him to. 

Be careful in introducing gun-fire. 
Start by shooting a blank pistol around 
your property, particularly at feeding 
time. Gradually come closer to the dog 
when you shoot. Before long your dog 
will be accustomed to gun-fire and you 
can take him to field and shoot a shot gun 
when he is ranging and hunting the field 
ahead of you. 

Most hunters, like my friend Pete, 
want a good “shooting dog.” The per- 
fection of performance that we see in 
field trial dogs is obviously beyond the 
ordinary man’s ability to instill in a dog. 
But the average sportsman can, with lit- 
tle effort—and pleasant effort at that— 


develop a retriever to a point where he 
can take the dog afield and have the do 
do most anything. Most retrievers tak 
to retrieving instinctively, and most dogs 
do their damnest to please their masters. 
So, if you will take the time to show your 
dog what you want, encourage him to do 
it, help him out when he becomes tem- 
porarily confused, you'll not spend many 
hours with him until you have a good 
hunting dog. .

If you have never trained a retriever, 
you have an interesting, thrilling experi- 
ence ahead of you. You may have never ~ 
trained a dog, you may be convinced that _ 
you are the last person in the world — 
capable of training a retriever; but be- 
lieve me when I say you can do it if you~ 
have patience, understanding, and the 
willingness to work with your dog a few 
hours a week until next hunting season — 
rolls around. And what a happy man 
you'll be that day when your dog—one 
you trained, proudly brings you his first 
wild duck.

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New Drugs 
For Distemper 


By C. H. Anthony, D. V. M. 


Have you had your share of trouble with 
distemper? ° 
Dog owners will feel encouraged to 


know that, since the war, there have been. 


some veraarhanle Bdvarices made in im- 
proving the protective value of the vari- 
ous vaccines in use today. Likewise, 
there are many drugs available to vet- 
erinarians now to help in relieving the 
distressing symptoms and saving animals. 

There are several diseases that affect 
dogs of all ages. Any of them may 
resemble distemper and can be about 
equally disastrous. In England they have 
to contend with a condition known as 
B.H.S.- (Beta-Hemolytic-Strep). This 
causes more losses to the British sports- 
man than distemper or its complications. 
This is a stubborn type of trouble closely 
resembling true distemper but one that 
can be checked if the owner will consult 
his local veterinarian at the first sign of 
sickness. The English authorities believe 
that it exacts a higher toll than any other 
common ailment and connect the increase 
of this condition to inadequate rations for 
dogs during and since the war. Amer- 
icans have been considerably more for- 
tunate as we have had a fairly consistent 
supply of meat and meat products for 
feeding dogs. 

Right along this line we might mention 
that, in spite of available meat, there are 
various disturbances in young pups that 
have been accounted for by poor feeding 
and management of the female both before 
and after whelping. Examples of this are 
a type of convulsions in puppies due to 
lack of sufficient iron in the ration of the 
dam. This lack can be corrected by in- 
cluding ample fresh meat in the daily 
ration of the pregnant female. Milk is as 
good as meat in most elements but lacks 
iron. 

In older dogs, distemper-like convul- 
sions have resulted from the use of 
bleached flour in biscuits. Untreated or 
whole wheat flour is safer and much more 
nutritious as well. 

In the treatment of distemper and other 
conditions, the present-day veterinarian 
has a number of new drugs made avail- 
able by recent development and wartime 
medical research. A whole battery of 
“sulfas” and mold by-products, such as 
penicillin and streptomycin have all found 
their usefulness in the treatment of 
animal diseases. In fact, there is hardly 
a drug or chemical used in humans that 
hasn’t a place on the shelf of the vet- 
erinarian. 

We should like to mention that indis- 
criminate use of nearly every one of these 
drugs can be, and often is, extremely 
hazardous. There is hardly a one that 
could be considered safe as a “home 
remedy.” They should only be used 
under the direction or supervision of a 
qualified veterinarian. 

Another important fact is that it often 
takes a great deal of skill in correctly 
diagnosing the majority of animal dis-

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i time has come to get 
together in a conference room, lock the door, for- 
get the key and not come out until Leics has 
agreed on the terms of a new duck stamp bill, to 
be passed by the new Congress. 

OvutTpoorsMAN is calling for such a meeting to 
take place not later than the dates of the Wildlife 
Conference in Washington, D. C., in early March. 
We vitally need revision of the present duck stamp 
bill to raise extra funds for the good of North 
American waterfowl—for real management, the 
registration and supervision of all classes of duck 
gunning for vital statistics, to say nothing of extra 
money needed for enforcement of a far stronger 
velocity than is at present possible. 

We are not trying to outline specific provisions 
or details of any bill. That angle can have its day 
at conference time. The most important thing now 
is for everybody interested in the perpetuation of 
waterfowling in America to forget personal inter- 
‘ests and meet on a common ground. But let any 
new bill go as far as necessity demands to meet 
vital ends. 

You know what happened when the last Con- 
gress was in session? Senator Willis Robertson of 
Virginia (long a laborer in the vineyards of con- 
- servation) worked harder than ever to put through 
a bill to increase the duck stamp fee. It was passed 
by the Senate in modified form, but died in the 
house. Do you know why? Well, let’s quote 
from Senator Robertson’s letter: “The principal 
reason that the urgent need for increased funds 
for more duck refuges, for more cooperation on the 
breeding grounds in Canada, the wintering grounds 
of Mexico and for better enforcement was not met 
by the 80th Congress was that neither the states 
nor the sportsmen could agree on what they 
wanted.” 

Now that’s a fine state of affairs, isn’t it? We 
have a chance to get something constructive done 
and the help to do it with, yet we wind up behind 
the “8-ball.” And the ate and geese are in that 
bad spot with us simply because the groups, the 
states and some individuals in this country cannot 
forget their personal differences and promotional 
programs long enough to get behind the broad 
general principles needed for the good of the 
whole waterfowl situation. 

Isn’t it time to wipe the slate clean and make a 
fresh start? Senator Robertson says he’s willing 
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to go to work again on a new duck stamp bill, if 
all of us will iron out differences and agree on its 
details—and that quickly. Surely, that’s the least 
all of us can do as we thank the Senator for his 
hard, futile work for our interests in the 80th 
Congress. 

Let’s get going! Let’s not miss the boat again 
on this constructive measure. We're asking the 
Senator if he’ll meet with representatives of con- 
servation groups between now and the Wildlife 
Conference to see if a bill, satisfactory to all, can 
be outlined. So start thinking, Ducks Unlimited. 
Let’s have your opinion. 
what ideas have you to submit on such a bill? 
And so on down the line—American Wildlife Man- 
agement Institute, Outdoor Writers of America, 
the International Association of Game & Fish 
Commissioners, Friends of the Land, Wilderness 
Society et al. Senator Robertson, let’s pool our 
brain power and get something on paper to take 
to the Wildlife Conference for approval. 

How about your sub-committee sending out a 
call to all interested groups to meet with you and 
your associates to discuss a new duck stamp bill? 
Let’s end by being “Pro” something and not all 
“Con”! Take the lead, Senator, and we’ll back you 
up; we’ve talked to representatives of some of the 
most interested organizations, and we know they’ll 


sitdown to talk and to work with you toward such ~ 


end.
